$2,000 OF BANK’S 
CASH ON STREET 


Agent Robbed Second | 
Time in Few Weeks. 


Frank Rehm has been robbed again 
~—and kidnaped this time for a three 
mile motor ride. 

Correlative with this interesting fact 
is a number of circumstances, not 
the least of which has to do witn the’ 
lessons Jearned by Mr. Rehm from 
his first encounter with Chicago 
heldups. 

That came on the afternoon of Jan. 
2. Rehm, policeman for thirty years, 
brother of former Capt. John 
Rehm of Desplaines, East Chicago and 
Fillmore @tations, was then, as he 
is now, messenger for the Austin State 
bank at 5645 South boulevard, whose 
president is Charles 8S. Castle. 


Decides to Use Taxi. 

Four men in an automobile attacked 
him near the entrance of the bank and 
took $3,000 in cash and $600 in checks. 
Relim had been to the Bordén Farm 
Products company, Oak Park, to col- 
lect the money. He had ridden on a 
street car. He determined after the ex- 
perience to outwit robbers by using a 
taxicab. 

So yesterday, after he had again vis- 
ited the Borden company and collected 

2,500 in cash and an amount in 
checks not known, he summoned Dan- 
iel A. Tolman of 832 North Leckwood 
avenue, chauffeur for the Zeller Cab 
company, 5651 West Lake Street. 


Stopped, by Green Aute. 
| “We were driving east in Lake 
street,’ said Rehm. “TI had my revol- 
ver in my hip pocket. At Harvey 
street a green automobile with four 
men had stopped, It looked ag if the 
driver was having troubie with his 
gears. We slowed down and started to 
pass around. 

“As we did three of the men, with 
revolvers drawn, jumped out of the 
green car and boarded our taxicab. 
Two got in beside me and the third 
rode with Tolman. They made him 
drive to Forty-fourth avenue and West 
Adams street, relieving me of the 
money and checks at their leisure. 
They also took my gun. Then they 
left us and rot fm the green car, which 
had trail us. We drove over to 
Forty-eighth avenue and West Madi- 
son street and telephoned the police. 
Then we went to the Fillmere street 
station and made a report.”

PERMANENT 


\Expert Points Dan- 


ger of Recurrence. 


The universal interest in the condi- 
tion of President Wilson, revived by 
the publication of his correspondence 
with Secretary Lansing and his curt 
dismissal of his first aid in the cabinet 
prompted THr Trisunse yesterday to 
ask for an authentic medical opinion. 
Dr. Hugh Young a few days ago as 
@& Consultant in the president’s case 
gave out for the first time during 
Mr. Wlison’s five months’ illness a 
statement of the fact that a blood clot 
in the brain had caused a of 
the left arm and leg, but added that the 
president was improving. 

THE TRIBUNE asked Dr. Arthur Dean 
Bevan, ex-president of the American 
Medical association, professor of sur- 
gery at Rush Medical college, and rec- 
ognized throughout the world as one of 
the leaders in his profession, to make 
@ Statement based on the known facts. 


Paralysis Follows Stroke. 
In response, Dr. Bevan said: 
“President Wilson about five months 
ego, while on a speaking tour, was 
taken suddenly ill. He was at once 
taken back to Washington, and his 
personal physician called into consul- 
tation séveral medical consultants. 
These medical men issued bulletins, 
giving to the public the impression 
that the president was suffering from 
nervous breakdown, but that he had 
no serious illness. It soon became 
known fairly widely, in spite of every 
effort at secrecy, that the president 
had suffered a stroke, with resulting 
paralysis of one arm and leg. But it 
has not been wntil recently thet this 
fact has been publicly admitted by 
one of his medical consultants. 

“From a scientifiC medical stand- 
point, what does the president's illness 
mean to both himself and the coun- 
try? The president’s stroke, with 
the resulting paralysis of one side of 
his body, is due to a disease of the 
arteries of his brain, with a plugging 
up of the arteries which supply that 
part of the right side of the brain 
which controls his Jeft arm and leg. 

Disease of Arteries Permanent. 

“The disease of the arteries is per- 
manent, and not a temporary condi- 
tion. In other words, the president 
has a permanently damaged brain. 
He is evidently slowly recovering from 
the paralysis of h@§ arm and leg, and 
may recover fairly well, although 
hever completely, the use of his limbs. 
But the diseased arteries, which were 
responsible for the stroke and the dam- 
aged brain, remain, and will not be re- 
covered from. 

“What advice would the best scien- 
tific medical authority, uncontrolled by 
personal or partisan reasons, give in 
the president's case, both for his own 
personal interests and the interests of 
the country? Let us consider this mat- 
ter first from the standpoint of the 
president’s own intsrest: 

“A patient who is suffering as the 
president is, from diseased arteries of 
his brain, and where the disease has 
progressed to such a point as to pro 
duce paralysis of one side of the body, 
should under no circumstances be per- 
mitted to resume the work of such a 
strenuous position as that of president 
of the United States. The strain and 
responsibility of such a position would 
bring with them the danger of a re- 
currence of such attacks, and might 
hasten a fatal termination. 

Medical Board Would Reject Him. 

“The second matter to consider, and 
one which naturally overshadows the 
first, is the relation of the president's 
ilineas to the interest of our country. 
Technically we are still at war. The 
president is the commander in chief of 
the army and navy of the United 
States. As such, if he were called be- 
fore a nonpartisan medical board, he 
would be at once retired as physically 
incapacitated to perform his duties. 

“The present situation is an impos- 
sible one, and should be remedied at 
the earliest possible moment. The 
proper and normal course of action 
would be for the president to retire 
from office under the advice of his phy- 


clans and family and friends. 

“This whole matter is of such trans- 
seendent importance that it should be 
handled in an entirely impersonal and 
non way. On the other hand,

THUMBS DOWN’

St. Joseph, Mo., Feb. 14.—William 
Howard Taft said today that the pub- 
lic will side with Secretary of State 
Lansing in the controversy with Pres- 
ident Wilson which resulted in the res- 
ignation of Mr. Lansing.

The note to Germany reiterates the 
demand for the surrender of the war 
prisoners, but may also leave an ave- 
nue open for discussion on the basis 
that the Germans will try the accused 
in their own courts, allowing allied 
lawyers to appear as prosecutors. 


Discuss Turk and Adriatic.

No Disability Provision. 
Cloak room discussion of the possi- 
bility of an emergency arising calling 
for the transfer of executive authority 
to the vice president pending Mr. Wil- 
son’s complete recovery only served to 
direct attention anew to the lack of 
any definite procedure for such course.

president, and such officer shall act 
accordingly until the disability be re- 
moved or a presidént shall be elected.” 
Senator Trumbull believes that the 
constitution intends to provide for the 
qase of an inability either physical or 
mental, which is to be known to the 
vice president when “so open, notor!i- 
ous, and indisputable as to be recog- 
nized by all as existing.” ; 
Still another view is that “an {nabi)- 
ity is one that not only exists pres- 
ently, but, in the opinion of congress, 
ise@of such a nature and probable con. | 
tinuance that it causes or threatens 
inconvenience in public affairs. 


Vice President to Judge? 


And finally, it has been contended, 
that any inability of whatever char- 
acted and however transient, is what 
the constitution aims to provile for; 
that the vice president, himself deter- 
mining when such inability has arisen, 
shall thereupon enter upon the dis- 
charge of the presidential duties: and 
et when the inability ceases the 
president is to resume his funetions 
and the president to go back to 
his place in the senate. 

This is the view of the meaning of 
the provisoion -held to be correct by 
Henry E. Davis, who, in Garfield’s 
time, wrote a monograph on the sub- 
ject which was reprinted as a senate 
document in December, 1918, when Mr. 


“ Of course,” Mr. Davis wrote, “ save 
in the exceptional case of an insane 
president, no vice presiden##would as- 
sume to insist to a president, against 
his judgment, that he was under an 
inability; and so long as a sane presi- 
dent would resist such intimation, 
there would be no inability.” 


Congress Without Power. 


Further proof of his contention ts 
found by Mr. Davis in the fact that the 
constitution contains no provision for 
summoning congress by any other 
than the president, should the inabil- 
ity of the president occur during a re- 
“This,” he states, “is almost 
proof conclusive that that branch was 
intended to have no part in determin- 
ing the existence of an inability; for to 
say that the te. president might so 
summon that y is to yield the whole 
question; the very act by the vice 
president would determine the inabil- 
ity to exist.”

During his ill- 
ness, the newspaper adds, all kinds of 
reports were current as to where the 
real seat of authority lay in the .con- 
duct ®f the American administration. 

“Curtain Thrust Aside.” 1 

“The curtain now has been thrust 
aside,” the article continues, “and we 
have @e lively spectacle of the presi- 
dent not only using his prerogative, 
but employing it to' discharge his chief 
legal adviser.” 

The newspaper considers the presi- 
dent’s self assertion “ emerges all the 
stronger for his enforced rest, and he 
is evidently going to take up the reins 
of government again in a spirit that 
will not parley with opposition.” 

“Wilson Wants Monopoly.” 

The Westminster Gazette says: 
“The dismissal of Secretary Lansing 
by the president is a dramatic illustra- 
tion of the peculiar power assigned to 
the head of the government by the 
American constitution. What it is, 
exactly, that Secretary Lansing has 
done is not very elear, but he would 
appear to have applied on his own ac- 
count what has been described as the 
American ,rinciple of one Man man- 
agement, while President Wilson in- 
sists on a monopoly of the idea.” 


BOLIVIA’S CLAIM 
TO PACIFIC PORT 
OPENS OLD ROW 


BUENOS AIRES. Feb. 14.—Bolivia 
has formally laid claim to a Pacific 
port in the province of Arica, accord- 
ing to dispatches from La Paz, which 
say the Bolivian chamber of deputi 
has pa’ ed a resolution declaring: “The 
time has now come to incorporate in 
the dominion of the republic a port 
in Arica’ over which the bordering 
nations of Chile and Peru shall have 
no defined rights.” 

This declaration is interpret®d by La 
Epoca, organ of the Argentine govern- 
ment, as giving the Tacna-Arica prob- 
lem an “appearance of rigorous ac: | 
tuality.” The newspaper says it is, 
obvious the Bolivian attitude opens a 
new conflict, and,it expresses the view | 
that the “rights of each country over 
these provinces are again to be venti- 
lated.” 


What is known as the “ province of 
Arica” is really a part of the province 
of Tacna, in northern Chile, dominion 
over which has been in dispute be- 
tween Chile, Peru, and Bolivia for the 
last thirty-seven years.

OF SUFFRAGE TO 
FIGHT IN COURT 


‘New York, Feb. 14.—Granting of 
woman suffrage “ over the heads of the 


people” by legislative act “cannot 
stand the tests in the courts that 
will inevitably ensue” is the assertion 
made in a statement issued here to- 
night by the National Association Op- 
posed to Woman Suffrage.

prior to her meeting with’ Chambliss, . 
was limited to a few days. She left 
the house to which she said he’ had 
taken her in such physical condition 
that she contracted influénza and 
pneumonia and died.

THE CRISIS AT WASHINGTON. 
The extreme gravity of the issue raised by the 
president In his astonishing correspondence with 
his secretary of state must be frankly recognized. 
The issue may be taken as summarized by Mr. 
Wilson himself in the following remarkable 
®passage of his wecond letter, that of Feb. 11: “ You 
kindly explain «1e motives of those meetings, and 
i find nothing ia your letter which justifes your 
assumption of presidential authority in such a 
matter. You say you ‘felt that, in view of the fact 
that you were denied communication with me, it 
was wise to covfer informally together on inter- 
departmental twritters and matters as to which 
action could nox be postponed until my medical ad- 
visers permitted me’ to be seen and consulted, but 
L have to remind you, Mr. Secretary, that no action 
gould be taken without me by the cabinet, and, 
therefore, there could have been no disadvantage 
in awaiting actesn with regard to matters concern: 
ing which actioa could not have been taken with- 
out me.” 

To comprehend the full significance of this state- 
ment it should be placed against the background 
of fact which Mr. Lansing cites with a considerate 
moderation. The fact is that the president was for 
weeks, at the feast, ‘incapable of performing the 
functions of his office, having been stricken so se- 
riously as to be inaccessible for consultation by 
even the highest members of the government. Dur- 
ing this period the nation was confronted with a 
strike in the bituminous coal fields which threat- 
ened widespread economic and social consequences 
of the gravest character. During the same period 
and the period following, which we now learn was 
one of convalescence, other questions of moment 
in our international and in our domestic affairs 
have appeared. 

In this critica] situation, the chief executive of 
the nation being for a considerable period of time 
not merely physically incapacitated but wholly in- 
vecessible, the members of the cabinet felt that in 
view of the fact they were denied communication 
with the president it was wise for them “to confer 
infermalli$ together on interdepartmental matters 
nd matters as to which action could not be post- 
poned” until the president’s medica) advisers per-

It has been a full generation since the blowing 
up of the Maine, and yet to people who were young 
then and are only middle aged now the elapsed 
period seems short in point of time, but miraculous 
in achievement. 


The explosion broke down barriers to action and 
thought. It destroyed a warship, killed 260 men, 
produced a war, and changed a nation. The Amer-

TENANT FARMING. 

Gov. Lowden, in an address at the Michigan 
Agricultural college, deplores the increase of tenant 
farming. In our opinion he has touched here upon 
one of the most important questions of the day. 
if there is one policy which should be basic in the 
American scheme it is for farm ownership for farm 
operators. 

The increase of farm tenancy is bad for the 
land and bad for the people. It is an economic 
evil and a worse social and political evil. A tenant 
whe has little or no hope of owning the land he 
is working wil) not conserve its’ productivity and 
expend money, thought or labor on improvements 
which he is not sure he will profit by. 

Even government agencies which are doing so 
much in many directions for agricultural progress, 
have not been sufficiently interested to keep close 
account of the growth of tenancy. Bhere are no 
general statistics since 1910, the last census. We 
have, however, some state statistics such as that of 
lowa, always an intelligent commonwealth in mat- 
ters of agriculture. In 1915 a census was taken 
which shows that at that time 41.5 per cent of 
Iowa farmers were tenants, and that an additional 
13.6 per cent owned only part of the land they 
farmed, renting the remainder.

WHO PAYS THE BILL! 
{From the Kendall County, Ill., Record.] 

** Moss” Enright, the labor killer, whose murder is 
attracting attention in Chicago, was himself a killer in 
the accepted meaning of the term. He committed his 
first murder in 1911 and was convicted. He was par- 
doned by Gov. Dunne, who was convinced that Enright 
was not guilty by an immense petition of Chicago 
labor men who asked for his release, Since that time 
Enright has been known among the Chicago police as 
a dangerous man. His death brought out the fact 
that he had recently bought a $20,000 home, paying 
cash; was the owner of a fine automobile, and was 
generally affluent, although he had no “ visible means 
of support.” The question naturally arises, “ Who 
pays the bill?’ The answer is obvious: The labor 
unions of the city of Chicago have paid the price. 
This statement is not a reflection on the honest labor 
unionist who works at-his trade, lives his quiet life, 
and generally tends to his own business. But this is 
the man who is paying for this carnival of crime 
among those higher up. Where the blame is to be 
placed is in the fact that the labor unionist has im- 
plicit trust in his men higher up. But these high 
officials debauch the meaning of trade unionism. 
They use the money paid in dues for forcing their 
demands. They employ these killers—it is said the 
pay is $10,000 per kill. Thus they rid themselves of 
unpleasant opponents and keep the people of the city 
lin deadly fear.

Mucous colitis {s a chronic condition of 
the colon, characterized by the prod 
tion and discharge from the bowels of 
large quantities of mucus. 
cases the volume of mucus discharged 
is very large. Sometimes long mucous 
casts of the bowel are discharged. These 
casts are composed of mucus that is 
firmer and drier than the mucus ordi- 
narily recognized as such. 

In some cases the mucus & in long 
strings or ribbons. In other cases the 
mucus escapes attention for a long time, 


having any one of the more characteris- 
tic and easily recognized forms. The 
discharge of mucous casts and ribbons In 
some cases is preceded or accompanied 
by colicky pains.

whether purgatives had done more harm 
than good and end by taking @ vote on 
the question I expect the result would 
be nearly a tie. Every physician knows 
that the proper way to begin the treat- 
ment of almost every acute digease is by 
giving a purgative, but every physician 
also knows that promiscuous daily use 
of purgatives has done a great deal of 
harm. 


The same statements hold true as to 
enemas. To empty the lower bowel 
quickly, nothing is superior to an enema. 
It is a much better method than giving 
a purge which upsets and irritates the 
upper part of the large bowel, ofttimes 
the small intestine, and sometimes the 
stomach. But on the other hand the 
enema habit is a bad one, just as the use 
of any other artificial means replacing 
the natural means is not to be com- 
manded. 


~— 

And yet the treatment of mucous colitis 
consists in the use of purgatives, laxa- 
tives, and enemas systematically and al- 
most daily for a year or more. 

The treatment between attacks of 
colic consists in the use of purgatives and 
enemas, regulation of the bowel habits, 
and rest for the nervous system. There 
is a weekly dose of castor oil, or even 
calomel. The object of this is to get rid 
of the mucus. The enemas are given 
once a day for a week, twice a week for 
a month, and once a week for the re- 
mainder of the treatment. The en »ma is 
really a washing out of the lower bowel. 

As much as four or five gallons of plain 
water or of sodium  bicarbonate—one 
drachm to each pint—is used. The pro- 
ceedings are started by using a simple 
small enema to empty the lower bowel. 
After this has been accomplished the 
patient lies on his left side and injects a 
galion of rather hot solution. Then he 
turns on his back and receives the re- 
This 
should bring away the accumulation of 
mucus. If the enema is followed by a 
dose of oil by the mouth mucus loosened 
by the water may come away the next 
morning. 

In some cases the constipation is best 
combated by bran vegetables and 
fruits. In some this diet will be too irri- 
tating and a bulky cereal-bread-vegeta- 
ble-fruit diet will be better. Many of 
these cases do well on paraffin oil.

The man in charge 
stated he would keep the snow cleared away 
and would see that there would be a space 
left for pedestrians so as to obviate any fur- 
ther cause for complaint.

County Teachers’ Problem. 

Action for further increases in sal- 
aries of county teachers to keep them 
from “ jumping ” to jobs in city schools 
was discussed at meetings of county 
superintendents and teachers which 
were held Friday night and yesterday.

The national prohibition constabu- 
lary under command of Maj. A. V. 
Dalrymple sent fifty dry agents fully 
armed and carrying wholesale search 
warrants, into Terre Haute dnd near- 
by Hoosier towns yesterday and ar- 
rested more than 100 moonshiners.

The two principal causes 
which bring about a premature thin- 
ning of the hair are a deficient circu- 
lation of the blood and the constant 
presence of dandruff.” 


F there is one thing that strikes ab- 
ject terror to the soul of woman. it 
is to find her hairbrush carrying 

| on its bristles tke hair that right- 
fully belongs on her head.’ A certain 
amount of shedding of hair is natural, 


The “flu” epidemic of last year 
brought hundreds of letters in proof 
of the danger of its affecting the hair. 
The poison it leaves in the system 
causes the loss of hair. Undoubtedly 
the same trouble will be left in its 
wake this year. 

A good healthy circulation of blood 
in the scalp is attained by exercising 
the scalp; massaging in other 
words. Vigorous daily massage con: 
tinued for a considerable time im- 
prove the circulation and increase the 
growth of hair. Many hair experts 
claim that in the application of a tonic 
the value is gained from the scaip 
exercising in the application of it 
rather than from the ingredients in 
the tonic. 

A concrete example of the value of 
this scalp exercise: Last year a friend 
had the “flu” in a serious form. Her 
hair began to come out almost as soon 
as the disease got her. Because of 
other complications that developed in 
her case, it took my friend about six 
weeks to fully recuperate.

The friend of the flu experience said 
she found she could do this massag- 
ing quite as easily when lying down 
a@s sitting up, in fact, a litte easier, 
for her arms did not get so weary hold- 
ing them up, 

I know of another case where a girl 
used to let her hair hang loose over 
her pillow at night, a good habit, by 
the way. She t~ied out the exercising 
ior five minutes nights after she re 
tired and firs? thing in the morning. 
She kept it-up for six months, and I 
wish you could gge the change in her 
hair and in her scalp. Included in her 
treatment of her scalp was a five min- 
ute brushing every night. 

Many persons are morb‘dly afraid 
that any considerable amount of brush-

’ {ng and combing will causo a serious 


loss of hair. Its effect, however, is 
just the opposite, and increases the 
growth of hair by stimulating the cir- 
culation in the scalp and by removing 
the dandruff. Brushing removes many 


loose hairs which are ready to fall, but | 


their place will soon be taken by new 
and vigorous ones.

If we were to serve 
a buffet supper we might have. thin 
siiees of the ham with scalloped pota- 
toes—quite a universal dish in Amer- 
‘ca for suppers—and have krullers and 


coffee. By the way, trifle has been - 


spoken of as a “ dessert of the old fam- 
ilies.” The cake under it used to be 
soaked in something old, also. We 
would expect this in the one section of 
the country where so much sociability 
was common, and where the manufac- 
ture of mint juleps and the like made 
the consumption of ardent spirits more 
picturesque than anywhere elsé in the 


world.

But an exceedingly American trait 
is to desire something novel, or to de- 
vise things never seen before on sea 
nor land, or adapt something foreign . 
to our needs. So bere is a little orna- 
mental thing quite suited to the’ Wash- 
ington birthday supper or party. It. 
is really one of the French ‘petit fours 
which we call French pastfies. | 

Cherry Chapesux, 

There are so many hundreds of | 

these that you may scour French cook 


_ beoks in vain to find this one, but for-

tunately I haye seen it, so found it 
easy to makeafairimitation. Some of 
the fine French conserves are used, 
Ovér there, for filling tartlets like this, 
but there is no reason why we should 
not use the cherry and call our little 
tartlets “cherry chapeaux (tricornes).” 

Make a plain or a fine pastry; roll 
thin and cut out rounds with the large 
old fashioned biscuit cutter, or if you 
have no cutter, use some dish. An or- 
dinary coaster is a good one. When 
you have the rounds cut out make a 
little mark dividing thé circumfer- 
ence in three, and with the back of a 
knife make on the disk of paste three 
Mght marks between the marks form- 
ing a perfect equilateral triangle in- 
pide the round or-circle. Fold up the 
part outside the triangle, pinch the 
middie in a bit and wet the finger 
where the corners form, so that the tri- 
corne will hold its shape. 

If you want to fill these with cream 
before they are baked, making cherry 
cfeam chapeaux, you may. If the 
mere shells are made fill them with 
something like rice or hominy grits 
or white corn meal while they are bak- 
ing so that they will keep their shape. 
This can all be poured out when they 
are completely cold, and a cherry fill- 
ing of a conserve type put in. 

For the cherry filling take a cup of 
preserved cherry juice and cook it 
with two level teaspoons of minute 
tapioca tn a double boiler until it is 


thick and even; stirring frequently. 
Cool, add cherries, and fill the tart 
shells. 

Inexpensive Cream Filling. 

If you want to use a cream filling, 


which may be topped with cherries, 


but which, must be rapidly chilled and 


kept cool if canned cherries are used | 
or it will run, you can make an inex: | 
pensive frangipane cream as follows: | 

Rub two tablespoons and a half of 
fiour into one tablespoon.of butter and 
four tablespoons of sugar. Add one 
and one-fourth cups of milk and either 
cook in double boiler with stirring or 
directly over the fire if skillful. Stir 
until cooked thick, add one egg well 
beaten, a: pinch of salt, and a teaspoon 
of vanilla. Cook but a moment after 
the egg is added. If it should lump it 
may be strained while: hot. 

Just such a cream as this may be 
put in a round cake eplit open while 
hot, and whenthe cream is still warm, 
and the whole may be called a Wash- 
ington pie. Whipped creath and candy 
figures of boats and men may be put 
on top to represent the ‘Dela- 
ware. 

Any simple layer cake may be used 


enough to split open is best. Here is 
one that will: Beat the whites and 
yolks of two eggs separately. Add to 
the yolks four tablespoons of cold wa- 
ter, one-half cup of sugar and three 
fourths cup of flour, sifted with half a 
teaspoon of baking powder, and finally 
the stiff whites of the eggs and half a 
teaspoon of vanilla. Bake in a medium 
hot oveh and watch toward the end, 
when it gets hot through and through, 
that it does not have a mountain in 
the middle. You can prevent this by 
lowering the fire. | 


This cake will do for the foundation 
of a baked Alaska as well as a ‘five 
egg sponge cake. The baked Alaska, 
you know, is ice cream on a layer of 
cake, covered at every spot with white 
of egg stiffly beaten, and sweetened, 
and flavored, then the whole browned 
lightly in the hottest of ovens or under 
a broiler, and served instantly.

He finds that art is impeded by 
the torments that lie within tne 
tiny circle of a wedding ring, and that 
“the really superb players are uhmar- 
ried.”

Only actual 
sickness noids them away from this 
labor of iove. 

Members of the Mendelssohn club, 
for example, have been known to trav- 
el half way across the continent in 
order not to miss a rehearsal and thus 
jeopardize their membership in the 
club. And these members are not mere 
music enthusiasts, but are hard head- 
ed, practical business men, occupied 
with financial and commercia] prob 
lems which are supposed to be miles 
remeéved from anything akin to esthet- 
ics or art enthusiasm! 


And what do they and members of 
fll such organizations receive for such 
devotion, sacrifice of time, of energy. 
and of other amusements? They get 
nothing of personal glory or eminence. 
They are merely one in a mass. The 
general auditor does not even know 
who is there or what he or she ie or 
_ does. All individuality, all personality 

is submerged in the club itself. There 
can be no satisfying of vanity, no pa- 
rading of gift or ability, and there is 
nothing of gain so far as financial] re 
turns are concerned, for no organiza- 
tion pays its members anything. In 
fact, instead of payment there is apt 
to be expenditure, for cost is connected 
with the attending of rehearsals and 
iv tne form of carfares, 
c«tnern, and sometimies meals eaten 
away from home. 

Even the item of learning, in the 
war of voca] instruction and vuvutece 
training, is virtually nothing in value.

There are, of course, the training and 
culture wnich come from the stucy of 
the wompositions prepared for public 
presentation, and the musica] develop 
ment whet anrings from such study. 
But this ts about the only gain that 
can be derived from belonging to such 
an organization 

We have, taen, nothine cf gain accru- 
ing te any member—nething of gain, 
but ratner a giving out and sacrificing. 
So what is the motive power back of 
the members and, through them, back 
of the clubs? The love for music! A 
love that is so sincere, so deep, so 
actual that it is ready to put aside 
pieagures of otner kinds, give time, en- 
ergy, @nd even money, and receive 
nothing in the way of personal giory 
or place, and do all these things just 
in order that the happiness of expres 
sion through song may be red and 
. the satisfaction obtained of knowing 
and interpreting the master works of 
chora] literature. 

Every other worker in the musical 
field receives pay for his labor. The 
player in the orchestra, the opera 
singer, great or small; the soloist in 
church, concert, or recital; the instru- 
mentalist, the director, the public 
chamber music player, the accompa- 
nist, the publisher—all these are in 
the work for the money it brings. 
Only the men and women who aing in 
our choral organizations or play in our 
amateur orchestras are in the work 
eo.eiy for love of the work Kself and 
for the good of the cause.

HE oyner of an automobile in 
many instances has implicit 


faith in ‘what the repairman 


gays, with the result that he

recognized of late, that the one big 
trouble with our industry is that we 
have millions of cars running around 
and not half enough competent help 
to properly care for them and keep 
them in good running condition. 
Depreciation would be cut in half 
and we would have cars averaging ten 
years instead of four or five if we had 
well trained mechanics in‘all of our 
repair shops and service stations. The 
tomobile owner generally believes 
t the mechanic knows more than he 
does, that every bit of advice the me 
chanic gives should be followed. This 
is not so, at least at the present time; 


in thousands of shops throughout the | 


country. 


In order that the automobile owner | 
save a8 much money as possible on re 


pairs he ought to acquaint himself 
with the fundamental principles of the 
automobile and at least the simple ad- 
justments and repairs necessary to 
keep the car running. ~ 


In order to illustrate some of the 
methods used by the untrained me 
chanic, let me cite a few actual cases: 
An owner goes into a shop and com- 
plains about a hum in the rear axle. 
The untrained mechanic takes the 
whole rear end down and replaces the 
differential bearings with new ones be 
cause the old ones seemed to be worn 
a little, adjusts the wheel bearings, 
puts in new felt oil retainers, and 
hands the owner-a bill for the work 
and parts. In the first place the hum 
‘was still there: in the second place 
the repair shop kept the old ball bear- 
ings which could have been used in 
trade for reground ones, and, thirdly, 
the work was done so slowly that the 
bill naturally was high. 


Now this mechanic did not have to 
replace the ald bearings with new 
ones, as the wear was so slight as not 
to cause the differential to hum, there 
was no need of taking down the whole 
» axle. If he found no parts badly worn 

- he shguld have assumed that the na- 
tural wear increased the gear backlash 
and bfought about the hum, or if not 
that Which could be found out by 
making a few adjustments, then the 
housing was sprung. But the me- 
chanic, in good faith, went at the 
work in his own way and said to 
himself, “I'll replace every seemingly 
worn part and I’m bound to be right.” 
This practice shows lack of knowledge 
of the car, and the automobile owner 
pays for it.

The ordinary re- 
pair shop sends this work out to a 


on the deal, a profit which you could 
have made yourself. If the shop at- 
tempts the job and hasn’t a radiator 
specialist, nine times out of ten it is, 
a botch job. Before you have a radi- 
ator repaired find out approximately 
how much it is going to cost. Don't 
say “Repair the radiator,” but state 
specifically what is to be done to stop 
the leak in this place, or clean the 
radiator, or solder the hole in the top 
tank. 

Generator, starting motor, carbu- 
retor, storage battery, and repairs of 
this character should not be given to 
the ordinary shop, but to one handling 
that class of work. In some répair 
shops where the trade is large enough 
specialists of this kind ere employed. 
Otherwise the work is sent out and the 
shop makes a profit on it, at the same 
time charging you for the cost of send- 
ing it out and it back..

Calls 25% Increase a 
Fair Advance.

With the mails clogged with bitter 
complaints from tenants about ever 
jumping apartment rentails—to say 
nothing of loud roars from residence 
and office users—it’s interesting and 
perhaps instructive te get a strenuous 
protest against rent profiteering, from 
the owner of several apartment build- 
ings. | 
This person declares that a 25% in- 
crease in rents will cover the advance 
in fuel, repairs and janitor service. He 
admits, -however, he has raised his 


apartment rentals 30%, but says his 
tenants are well satisfied and pay their 
rent promptly. 

Listen to This Landlord. 


Here is his statement without com- 
ment: 

“A great deal has been said about 
the increase in rentals of apartment 
buildings, and on account of the in- 
crease of 75 to 100 per cent in coal and 
yepairs many agents and owners jump 
at the conclusion that the rental 
should be increased 75 to 100 per cent. 

“I own several buildings and am get- 
ting an increase from May 1, but it is 
reasonable and not too much for my 
present tenants, who are mostly sal- 
aried men. . 

“If each owner and agent would sit 
down with penci) and paper and fig- 
ure out the present cost of operation 
and compare it with, say, the year 
1914, they would find that a 25 per 
cent increase in rents will cover it. 
My decorating costs m¢ more now 
than in 1914, but I am not obliged to 
do as much as then; the tenants are 
willing to get along with less.

“ Excess condemnation” means tak- 
ing through the exercise of “ eminent 
domain” right more land than the 
actual requirement of the intended im- 
provement. 

With the extensive program mapped 
out by the Chicago Plan commission 
with particular reference to the widen- 
ing of streets, “excess condemnation ” 
would save the taxpayers of Chicago 
censiderable money. In the develop- 
ment of widening thoroughfares, mak- 
ing new streets, boulevards, parks, and 
recreation grounds, at present we are 
permitted to acquire under the “ emi- 
nent domain” right, only such proper- 
ty as may be needed for the improve- 
ment, and the courts do not permit the 
taking of more land than is actually 
needed. This often results in leavin 
remnants of abutting parcels of land, 
which are inadequate for proper build- 
ing utilization, for which some own- 


Urges Excess Condemnation 
for Illinois Municipalities 


ers have been awarded damages to 
full value. 

With the right of “excess condem- 
nation” the city would acquire suffi- 
cient abutting land to provide properly 
shaped building lots. These could be 
resold or leased with: suitable restric- 
tions if required to protect the im- 
provement and the city would then 
have the benefit of enhanced values 
resulting from the development. 

The Michigan bouleyard link offers a 
good illustration of the necessity of the 
city being empowered to control the 
kind and character of the buildings 
to be erected along the line of a new 
thoroughfare. The power of “excess 
condemnation” should be considered 
by the constitutional convention, and 
all doubt removed as to the power of 
the legislature to invest municipalities 
with such power. 

New York, Massachusetts, Pennsyl- 
vania, Maryland, Ohio, and Virginia 
have statutes permitting the exercise
